Advertising, business and 
editorial offices will all be lo- 
cated on the ground floor level 
of the building, making access 
more convenient for the 
public. 

For the new operation, 
Publisher Irving E, Rogers 
has obtained the Photon Pace- 
setter composition machin- 
ery. 

The computer operated 
machinery is capable of 
setting advertising and edi- 
torial copy rapidly and pre- 
cisely for the cold-type, or 


offset, reproduction of the 
TOWNSMAN, which was one 
of the first weekly newspapers 
in New England to adopt the 
procedure over 22 years ago.

‘‘When some people in the 
community express a need, our 
office will try not only to pro- 
vide facility, but a program to 
fit the need, the instructor, and 
the publicity.°* 

The request may come from 
an organized group like ACT, 
which now has the security of the 
help and services of a municipal 
agency, It may be the Andover 
women’s groups, who didn’t need 
any help with their program, but 
wanted to find a place to set 
up a Women’s Center in Andover, 
Where? 

**The first place we suggested 
was too far from the center of 
town, Now they’re all set. The 
Women’s Center will be in 
Memorial Hall Library, begin- 
ning in November, 

**But the need doesn’t have 
to come from an organization, 

**Our job is to meet the needs 
that people in the community 
express whether it’s a need for 
more recreational programs for 
11 year olds, or something ina 
more academic, social service 
or civic area, For instance, if 
someone feels there hasn*t been 
dialogue on some town issue, 
we can set up a meeting ask 
town officials and others to act 
as a panel, publicize it and get 
some dialogue started,"” 

“*If someone wants a tiddley- 
winks tournament, we can set 
that up and find a place for it,”* 


Co-Ordinated Use Of Town Facilities 


Mrs. Mary Ellen Osgood, Ralph's 
secretary offers, 

Ralph has a working lunch 
meeting each Friday with in- 
terested citizens who want to dis- 
cuss ideas or needs with him, 
Mrs, Osgood emphasizes that 
the people who come to these 
sessions are not officials, but 
men and women reflecting their 
families’ needs, ‘‘Anyone is 
welcome, just call in first so 
we can arrange {t.”* 

Another effect of the Com- 
munity School concept: Ralph 
plans to move the children’s 
summer program to the schools, 
Why? ‘‘Facilities to do more 
things children want to do, in 
enrichment as well as recrea- 
tion, Drama, audiovisual pro- 
ductions, and meaningful arts 
and crafts projects that can 
stretch over more than one ses- 
sion, and give a child something 
he can feel a sense of achieve- 
ment for completing, 

Ralph sees a timetable of three 
years to achieve a recreational 
and enrichment summer program 
for children from kindergarten 
through ninth grade, 

He hopes to begin as an ex- 
perimental program in one school 
next summer, adding more 
personnel to have a K=3 program 
the following year in three or 
four schools, By the third sum- 
mer he aims to have K=3 and 
4-9th grade programs in all 
school buildings not occupied with 
summer school, 

Ralph calls the Recreation 
Park ‘‘the most _ beautiful 
recreation areas I’ve ever seen, 
It has incredible potential, Its 
totally natural setting § en- 
compasses everything you could 
ask for - heavy woods; play 
areas, water for swimming, 
canoeing and small sailboating, 
Its terrain is perfect, because 
the various facilities can be hid- 
den from each other, And the 
whole thing is so accessible, so 
near the center of the town,” 

The berm approved by town 
meeting last week will effect 
immediate improvement in 
swimming, next summer, Ralph 
said, by giving a pleasing sandy 
bottom to the 300 by 20 foot

Logging Operations Disturbing 


Elizabeth Cahoon and Jane 
Kniffen of Andover came back 
from two weeks camping in the 
Flathead National Forest of Mon- 
tana deeply disturbed over the 
damage that irresponsible 
logging practices of private 
lumber companies are causing 
to our national park lands. 

The two teachers, who live at 
40-C Washington Park Drive, 
say that the wholesale damage 
is caused by big private lumber 
companies who are allowed to 
buy timber rights to blocks of 
National Park land, The lumber 
companies then employ massive 
equipment and logging techniques 
to cut down all the saleable 
lumber and take it out in one fell 
swoop, careless of conservation 
practises or reforestation on the 
nation’s public lands, 

According to Miss Cahoon, an 
East Junior High Guidance Coun- 
selor, hillsides that four years 
ago were lush with 100 year old 
larch trees are scarred today by 
immense bare patches, hundreds 
of acres wide, She and Miss 
Kniffen, a music teacher in the 
Melrose schools, were shocked 
at the changes since their last 
camping trip to the vicinity of 
Hungry Horse Reservoir, south= 
west of Glacier National Park, 

The timber right acreage is 
bare of even young trees, Miss 
Kniffen says, because massive 
lumbering techniques mean that 
trees are dragged down hill the 
quick way, sideways, crushing 
all young growth in its path, 
Huge machinery is used, for mass 
production, or, rather, mass des- 
truction, 

The worst of itis, Miss Cahoon 
and Miss Kniffen report, that 
when a Forestry Service man 
objects and tries to regulate the 
big lumber companies practises, 
his job is in jeopardy, A friend 
of theirs, inthe Forestry Service, 
soon to retire after a career of 
loving and caring for the national 
park lands, has watched help- 
lessly, in anguish, as acres of 
tall larch trees, which take 50 
to 100 years to be saleable

The federal revenue sharing 
funds, should they be allowed 
to be applied to the free cash 
account will greatly aid that ac- 
count since the amount certi- 
fied in January 1973 will be for 
a 30-month period, to ac- 
commodate the new fiscal year 
accounting, 

- Federal funds, awaiting cone 
gressional approval, amount to 
about $1 of the town’s tax rate, 
according to current valuations, 

The new fiscal year financial 
policy, designed to ease the bor= 
rowing strain ontowns and cities, 
will result in next year’s real 
estate tax bills containing an 18- 
month rendering, 

Two-thirds of the total amount 
will be due in the fall of 1973 
and the remaining one-third in 
May, 1974, 

Once the system is established, 
the bills will be mailed in June 
or July and the payments due in 
the fall and spring, 

Through this method, towns and 
cities will be able to have suf- 
ficient sums on hand, in many 
cases, to avoid the municipal 
borrowing procedures now ex- 
isting, when funds must be ob« 
tained in anticipation of taxes, 

Just how the new accounting 
will effect the 1973 town budgets

Geese 
Population 
Declining 


A small goose which barely 
escaped extinction in the 1930s 
seems to be declining again along 
the Atlantic coast, 


The goose is the brant, slightly 
larger than a mallard duck. In 
general, it resembles the much 
larger Canada goose, While the 
Canada goose wears a white chin- 
strap, the brant wears its white 
triangle reversed with the broad- 
est part on the back of the neck, 


Brant are sea geese, seldom 
found away from salt water, At 
some time in evolution, brant 
made an unfortunate choice, They 
chose to live on eelgrass, a 
Slender tape of green that grows 
in brackish estuaries, Inthe early 
1930s, eelgrass was stricken by 
blight and almost disappeared, 
Brant almost disappeared withit, 
But a few brant learned to eat sea 
cabbage, which not only kept them 
alive but also made them taste 
repulsive, thus sparing them 
from hunting casualties, 


An aerial survey last s 
indicated that the brant sete 
tion, then along the southeastern 
U. S. coast before migrating 
northward, was down to 25,000 
birds, 

As recently as 1961, the 
Atlantic brant Population had 
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Capilo Hair Stylists 
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Shawsheen Square 
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risen to 265,000 birds, reflecting 
to some extent the recovery of 
eelgrass from blight, Surveys in 
recent years have {indicated a 
population of some 200,000 birds, 


This autumn, waterfowl 
biologists and birders will be 
watching along the coast for the 
return of brant. The spring 
survey could have been faulty, In 
any case, there should be more 
than 25,000 brant passing along 
the coast because the summer 
breeding season should have pro- 
duced a crop of young birds, If 
there are not more young, then 
brant are in trouble, indeed, 


There is a possibility thateel- 
grass may be declining again, It 
certainly is if the experience 
along the Westport River in 
southeast Massachusetts is a 
barometer, For several years, 
eelgrass had been flourishing in 
the Westport River. It had 
reached a point where summer 
visitors were having trouble 
swimming without becoming 
hampered by the grass, 


In the past summer, the river 
had very little eelgrass, The 
trouble could be on the northern 
breeding ground in eastern 
Canada andGreenland, well above 
the Arctic Circle, A New Jer- 
sey biologist reported recently 
that among brant wintering off 
the New Jersey coast last winter 


‘not more than one in 17 birds 


was young, Young birds can be 
separated from adults in early 
winter due to the lack of a white 
collar on the juveniles, If poor 
production is the cause of de- 
cline, brant may recover Slowly. 
The young do not breed until 
they are two years old, thus 
Slowing the build up of po- 
pulations,

Shame On 
The Flicker 


The flicker should be ashamed 
of itself, 

Now with a hint of frost, while 
most other woodpeckers settle 
down for a winter of coping with 
ice and snow, the flicker goes 
bouncing off to the Deep South, 
Although flickers have a few 
relatives that desert us to the 
northern winter -- the sapsucker, 
for instance -- his action is less 
than we have come to expect of 
woodpeckers. 

Of course, one might expect 
aberrant behavior from a bird 
whose tongue wraps around its 
brain. We perhaps would be less 
stable if the base of our tongue 
popped through the hack of our 
throat, zipped up over the top of 
our skull and came to rest be- 
hind the right nostril. 

But all woodpeckers have the 
characteristic wandering tongue, 
even if few have such an elabo- 
rate channel for dealing with it 
as the flicker has. The flicker’s 
arrangement enables it to jut 
out its tongue two to three inches 
beyond the tip of the bill. It 
must breathe easier at such 
times. After all, when the tongue 
is out probing anthills, the right 
nostril must be relieved to know 
that the base of the tongue has 
slipped back into the throat. 

Flickers are the large, brown- 
and-tan woodpeckers which per- 
sons unfamiliar with birds often 
mistake for partridges. When it 
flies, it displays a large white 
space on its back. 

Little wonder that people fail 
to recognize flickers as wood- 
peckers. Actually, the bird leads 
a life which often is most un- 
woodpecker-like. For instance, 
flickers love ants -- which most 
woodpeckers do. But the flicker 
spends considerable time lapping 
up ants from anthills on the 
ground. Most woodpeckers are 
willing to chisel ants from dead 
trees and let it go at that. 

The acrid taste of acidic ants 
possibly gives the flicker an 
acerb outlook upon life, causing 
it to look sourly upon northern 
winter, Rut, on the other hand, 
the yellow-bellied sapsucker 
lives upon sweet sap and still 
adopts the same opinion. Sap- 
suckers, however, are not as 
embarrassing to the other wood- 
peckers as they desert us. They 
tend to slip by, unnoticed by most 
watchers. 

Our reliable woodpeckers of 
the northern winter. are the 
downey, hairy and pileated, with 
an occasional black-backed or 
American three-toed woodpecker 
wandering down from the Arctic 
for good measure. 

Until recently, most ornitholo- 
gists assumed that the New Eng- 
land flickers all were yellow- 
shafted flickers. The term means 
that the feathers lining the wings 
are yellow. But mist netting of 
migrant flickers at the Manomet 
Bird Observatory in Plymouth 
has disclosed a few red-shafted 
flickers in their midst -- also 
several pinkish to orange 
feathered birds that hint of 
hybridiation. Before the dis- 
covery, one could be rather cer- 
tain that yellow-shafted flickers 
lived only in the East and red- 
shafted in the West.

Editorial Comment 


The Assistant 


We have from time to time commented editorially on 
the proposal of having an assistant town manager, 
Our position remains unchanged. 


We heartily oppose any further additions to the munici- : 


pal administrative payroll. 

Even when the position was funded by the federal 
government, we voiced opposition, based on the theory 
that once the position is established it will be perpetuated, 
and thus an additional burden to the taxpayers. 

The request for administrative assistance in the 
manager’s office has been an almost annual one since 
shortly after the inception of town manager government 
in 1958. 

It has continually been pondered thoroughly by the 
selectmen and finance committee and then rejected. 

When the proposal was presented with the federal 
funds underwriting the position, the selectmen allowed 
the position to be filled with the proviso that no com- 
mitment be made beyond the two-year limitation of funds. 

Administering the largest department in the general 
government opcration, the public works department, is 
now done by a person with a broad spectrum of ex- 
perience covering all facets of that operation. 

This should sufficiently relieve some of the administra- 
tive burdens of the office of manager. 


As in the past, we fail to see the need for additional 
personnel in this area, and hope the sclectmen and finance 
committee agree. 


Improvement 


Lost, somewhat, in recent discussions, controversy, 6te:; 
surrounding Andover’s dump problems, is the condition 
of the present landfill site. 

Probably due to so much attention being given to a new 
location, the Chandler Road location has been overlooked 
to a degree, despite its prominent popularity, particularly 
on weekends. 

Andover’s landfill being a home base for numerous 
political aspirants in past campaigns, may be en route to 
being phased out, in this election year, but the candidates 
will be finding it a much cleaner platform from which to 
meet their constituents. 

The work performed there under the direction of the 
public works department, is exemplary and perfect study 
of what can be accomplished if the personnel are given 
the tools with which to work. 

It has been, at times, an eyesore. 

Not so, since the townspeople anted up a few hundred 
thousand dollars to properly maintain the disposal site, 
after the state gave orders to close it up. 

A heavier bulldozer was provided the town forces in 
order to properly compact the material. 

The heavy equipment was purchased with an eye to- 
ward temporary haven on Chandler Road and scheduled 
to move to now great unknown dump site. 

Funds were provided to purchase adequate quantities 
of cover material to bury the refuse at the close of the 
work day. 

The area was sectioned off to aid recycling efforts, 
also for disposal of “white goods.” (appliances, sofas, etes.) 

Leaves and such other material which can be mulched 
is also disposed of in another area of the community, 
along with branches, stumps, ete. 

Certainly the workmen have demonstrated an ability to 
meet the standards set for proper maintenance of a 
sanitary landfill operation. 

The long lines of cars on weekends attests to its popu- 
larity, as well as the work required to keep the area look- 
ing shipshape at all times. 

Through all the rambunctiousness of looking for a new 
site, much of this may have been overlooked. 

So, to the men concerned with the dump operations as 
they now stand, a word of commendation for a job well 
done. 


~ The School 


Since the defeat of the Woburn street site for a new 
dump and further consideration of same for a possible 
flown meeting later this month, there has been consider- 
able comment from abutters concerning the South school. 

The school area, they point out, is in a direct path to 
the proposed dump site, a matter the neighbors feel has 
been overlooked. 

Traffic to and from the proposed dump would present 
safety hazards for youngsters attending the school, or 
using the recreation property during after-school hours. 

Such has been taken into consideration by municipal 
officials. Among their attempt at securing a new loca- 
tion, was the proposal to provide municipal refuse col- 
lection, thus leading to some control of traffie conditions. 
Further controls were to be applied by maintaining 
specific hours. 

Also, to be considered, is that selection of either the 
Woburn street or Lowell Junction sites would not alter 
the traffie problem, since traffie would still go by the 
school regardless of the site selection. 

Possibly overlooked is the fact that West school resi- 
dents have been faced with the problem for over 25 years, 
many years with little or no traffic controls. 

The residents there, about a decade ago, suffered 
through about three years of debate on the value of side- 
walks on Beacon street, before they were finally built by 
the town. 

The people of West Andover in recent years, have suf- 
fered through the dump traffic and the construction of 
two major expressways, (Routes 93 and 495) with the 
accompanying ‘rolling, earth-moving equipment, without 
becoming wholesale nervous wrecks, which is noble con-

“‘There’s an extraordinary 
neglect’® of children, Mr, Yar- 
molinsky asserts, ‘‘and it’s too 
widespread,”” 

He hopes his group’s conclue 
sions will get special attention 
in the next session of the State 
Legislature, at a time when new 
ways of dealing with youths’ pro= 
blems are still being worked out, 

Treatment of juvenile of- 
fenders is ‘tone of many areas 
we'll look into,*® says Mr. Yar- 
molinsky, whose recommenda- 
tions helped restructure Massa- 
chusetts’ old Youth Service Divi- 
sion and create a Department of 
Youth Services which emphasizes 
rehabilitation rather than con- 
finement, 

“We'll start with children 
who’ve been orphaned, neglected 
and abandoned,** he says, ‘‘We’ll 
look at the educational system, 
the welfare system and the court 
system, And we'll also consider 
special services for children with 
disabilities.** 

His group will consult with 
state officials but - Mr. Yare- 
molinsky stresses = is a private

HOW CHAMPAGNE IS MADE 


One of the reasons 
Champagne is expensive is

vertical, After 3 or 4 weeks 
of this hand-turning and 
tilting, the temporary cork 
and sediment are removed 
and replaced with the per- 
manent, wired-on cork, The 
wine lost is quickly replaced 
with older wine, 


This process is the only

New England is unique in the 
fall. Other places may have reds 
and oranges. . .but where else 
are there so many sugar maples? 
Other places may have yellows 
and golds, but where else are 
there gently winding roads, old 
stone fences, and trees leaning 
over the fences to shade the road 
from the glare of the sun and 
make an interplay of light and 
shadow, turning the colors we call 
‘fred, yellow, orange’’ into a 
thousand shades for which we 
have no names? 

Imagine New England if every 
road, whenever it was repaved, 
had its trees cut down and its 
stone fences bulldozed under, 

How long would New England 
remain New England? 

It could happen. ..and has hap- 
pened along some of the highways 
of New England. On other roads, 


concerned citizens or enlightened

highway engineers have saved the 
trees and fences so far, but it 
still remains national policy to 
cut down trees within 30 feet of 
the roadway, for safety purposes, 
whenever a highway is rebuilt 
using federal funds. And when 
the trees go, the stone fences 
usually go, too. 

Take the difference between 
a shiny new Interstate Highway 
and a lovely old country road, 
The colors are pleasant on the 
highway, yes. . .but you don’t 
get that real New England feeling 
until you’re off the highway and 
onto the by-ways. Then you know 
you’re home. 

Most of our secondary roads 
still have their old stone fences, 
their winding curves, their up- 
hills and downhills, and their 
beautiful trees. New Englanders 
enjoy them. If we want to speed 
along at 70, we take the Inter- 


| 


state Highway system. But ona 
normal New England road, we 
mosey along at 40 or 45 very 
happily. .no need to speed. 
We know better. Wider roads 
just encourage greater speed. 

There’s a way you can help 
to keep New England roads beau- 
tiful. The House and Senate in 
Washington have set up a 
Congressional Commission on 
Highway Beautification to study 
ways to make our highways at- 
tractive. 

I met the Commission’s staff 
director, Leo A. Byrnes, recent- 
ly, and discussed the removal of 
trees from New England’s roads. 
Mr. Byrnes. said he would 
welcome comments about New 
England’s trees, or about any 
aspect of highway beautification. 
He is particularly interested in 
receiving pictures of the New 
England roadside.

Apples 


Fresh From 
Orchard 


It’s apple time across the strate 
now, according to the Massachu- 
setts Department of Agriculture, 
No matter what variety of apple 
you prefer, you'll probably be 
able to find it fresh from the 
orchard at most produce counters 
and roadside farm stands, 

The most popular varieties, 
McIntosh, Cortland and Macoun 
are very plentiful right now dure 
ing the peak of the harvest, Red 
and Golden Delicious varieties 
are beginning and the outlook is 
for an excellent harvest, You"ll 
even find ‘‘taffy’® apples, a great 
Hallowen treat, at many roadside 
farm stands, Candy~-apple kits 
are on sale everywhere. 

Another treat from the orchard 
this time of year is fresh apple 
cider, Real cider buffs will want 
the non-pasteurized variety with 
no preservatives added, Pas- 
teurized cider, however, is avail- 
able, so read the label carefully 
to be sure to get your favorite, 
In any case, keep your cider 
refrigerated to maintain fresh- 
ness and its right from the 
orchard flavor, 

The pumpkin harvest is begin=- 
ning and the word is to get yours 
early. Grown on nearby farms, 
fresh pumpkins will last right 
through Halloween at the end of 
the month if you buy them now, 
The kids love carving faces into 
them, Other kids love smashing 
them, so display them in secure 
places if you can, 

For safety’s sake, do not use 
candles to illuminate a jacke 
o’-lantern, especially when 
children are carrying them 
around while in their Halloween 
costumes, Small, battery oper=- 
ated flashlight lamps are availe 
able in many places where you 
buy Halloween costumes, 

Also on the subject of Ha 
ween, a nutritious alterna 
to candy for the trick or treat 
crowd is to keep a good supply of 
fresh apples on hand, 

Locally-grown bunch carrots 
are now in good supply at most 
roadside farm stands, Look for 
bright green stem and leaf struce 
ture, left on the carrot as a sign 
of freshness. Fresh, green, wax 
and shell beans continue in good 
supply also, 

Native lettuce, grown here in 
Massachusetts without labor 
problems, rates best buy status 
this week. These favorite salad 
greens include chicory, escarole 
and romaine and are grown and 
harvested usually by the farmer 
himself,

also be contacted, as for their 
review of any such proposal, 
Austin said, 

Since the town meeting, which 
rejected the out-of-town dis- 
posal, then the Woburn street 
site for a new Andover landfill 
operation, many residents have 
asked why Andover has been 
singled out as having to obtain 
a new dump, 

Austin pointed out that not only 
is the present site under orders 
to be terminated due to its locae 
tion in the watershed area, but 
the town has new sites available 
and approved by state health 
authorities, 

As of Wednesday, Town 
Manager Austin reports that the 
state health authorities have not 
contacted the town relative to 
the future of the Chandler Road 
site, 

The state had ordered itclosed 
by the end of this month, with 
a possible extension allowed if a 
new site was approved at town 
meeting, 


It seems inevitable that the 
state will be issuing some orders 
to the town, since it is a public 
health matter, If the town does not 
act, the state could issue an 
administrative order dictating 
the town to develop a site, more 
than likely the Woburn street 
location recommended by the 
selectmen and town manager, 

Austin, in reviewing the Fine
